Santa Ana Items.

On Tuesday night the Newport section 
was visited by a heavy shower of rajn. 
At San Juan and other points we also hear 
of drenching showers. No rain fell in 
Santa Ana. 

There is said to be a great quantity of 
water in the Santa Ana river, more than 
for years before. There is considerable 
snow on the mountains. which means 
plenty of water for irrigation. 

Mr. L. J. Colby, of Tustin, sold his 
place there this week, to Peter Gruen- 
wald. There were 28 acres, and the prite 
paid was $6650. About a year and a half 
ago Mr. Coiby bought the place for $1900. 
The vineyards of the valley are now 
leafing out handsomely. The yield of 
grapes this year will undoubtedly be very 
large. Last year it was calculated that 
about 1200 acres of new vineyards were 
planted in the valley. This year the area 
must be mucl? larger. The preference is 
given, generally, to the raisin grape vine. 
A large number of sheep have been sold 
by the sheep owners of this section to 
Texas buyers. It is estimated that at 
least 300,000 sheep have been sold out of 
the county since the prospect of a dry 
season this year. The prices for sheep 
are now quite firm, owners knowing that 
they are not obliged to sell or lose their 
stock by starvation. a 

Mr. J. B. Raine, the hop-grower of this 
valley, reports that the prospect is good 
for a heavy yield from his carefully tended 
hop-yard this year. The vines are grow- 
ing nicely, though requiring an“ immense 
quantity of water, which is furnished by 
artesian wells. 

Mrs. R. E. Hewitt met with a painful 
accident last Sunday. It seems that she 
had some time since purchased from a 
traveling peddler a powder, which pur- 
ported to be a specific against the explo- 
sion of coal oil lamps, when placed in the 
oil. Mrs. Hewitt concluded she had no 
further use for the powder and threw it 
into the fire in her stove. Instantly a 
stream of fire shot up into the lady’s face, 
burning her very severely, though not 
dangerously. She is getting along nicely 
now.

The Glorious Rain—Progress of the 


dictions. 

Correspondence of the -T1mzs.]} 

San Jactnto, San Diego Co., Cal., 
April 2, 1883.—I doubt if there could 
be a more opportune rainfall than we 
had last week. Since the middle of 
March the weather has b2en foggy, with 


keep grain in good condition, but grass 
on the mesa land was dying out for 
want of ram. On Tuesday of last week 
the cloudy weather culminated in a 
light shower, and the showers contin- 
ued at intervals of a few hours until 
Friday, at which time about seven- 
eightsof an inch had fallen. All na 
ture rejoiced; even the birds seemed to 
appreciate the rains, for their notes are 
more cheerful, or seem to be, than be- 
fore the rain. Possibly, however, the 
difference may rather be due to the 
fact that humanity, appreciating the 


blessing contained in the showers—a 
necessity of life—is better fitted to en- 
joy the luxuries which are oftentimes so 
freely given us. We have uiready had 
sufficient rain to insure a fair crop of 
hay, and in that respect are better off 
than many parts of the State, and old 
residents here inform me that the 
trains frequently continue here unt 1 
wellalong in the month of May. All of 
the barley sowed is looking well, and 
summer crops planted upon the moist 
lands of the valley will no donbt do 
well, although nothing has been planted 
as yet. “ 
Mark Pomeroy, of Hollister, who has 
purchased fifty-one acres on San Jacinto 
avenue, has procured lumber and will 
soon commence the erection of a com- 
modious dwelling-house near the center 
fthetown. A blacksmith shop will 
Iso be built betore many days pass, as 
he lot for the building has already been 
secured. 

It may not be gencrally known that 
San Jacinto is to be atemperance colo- 
ny, Lut I have been informed that the 
persons composing the association own- 
ing the land, all of whom, with but two 
or three exceptions, are Methodists, in- 
tend inserting in each deed a clause pro- 
hibiting the manufacture or sale of in- 
toxicating beverages upon land sold by 
the company. I make this statement 
for the benefit of those who find ‘‘eye- 
openers’’ and ‘‘night-caps’’ a necessity, 
that they may seek their bitters some- 
where else than at San Jacinto. 
Messrs. Hewitt & Jordan have recent- 
ly built several miles of wire fence, en- 
closing between 3000 and 4000 acres of 
land for pasture. Mr. Francisco Estu- 
dillo has also built several miles of sub- 
stantial board fence. 

Some weeks ago a party of gentlemen 
from Riverside visited San Jacinto and 
expressed some disappointment that the 
place and its surroundings did not real- 
ize their expectations. I am sure I 
don’t know what they expected to find 
here-—orange trees on each 10 acres of 
land, perhaps, and raisin vineyards on 
every hand. If so, their disappointment 
must have been a positive one, for there 
are no fruit trees in the valley except a 
small orchard at the head of the valley 
on Mr. Wm. Webster’s place; but I will 
yenture a prediction, with your permis- 
sion, Mr. Editor, viz: that within the 
next ten years more solid wealth will be 
created from the soil here in San Jacin- 
to than at some other places now being 
brought before the public with a great 
blare of trumpets. This may seem like 
boasting of our superior resources, 
which [ do not intend to do, but I wish 
to call attention to the fact that the San 
Jacinto Land Association is making no 
assertions, to attract settlers, which 
cannot be substantiated here on the 
ground by any one of ordinary powers 
of observation. Time will tell whether 
San Jacinto, with its rich sedimentary 
soil, or other settlements with a hard 
mesa land, has the greatest natural re- 
sources. Water has been brought from 
the river to-day through the town-site, 
and Mr. Estudillo, who owns several 
thousand acres of land, has irrigated a 
portion of his ranch. | ‘

LAW AND A LAWSUIT. 
The recent destruction of the saloon 
of Dunn and Davis by the people of 
the village of Lompoc, Santa Barbara 
county, has been followed by om com- 
of legal proceedings 
against the iconoclastic citizens. Thie 
District Attorney has entered a 
motion in the Superior Court for the 
*impanelling of a grand jury to in- 
quire into the matter. In this motion, 
an epitome of which we find in the 
Santa Barbara Press, it is stated that— 

On the 17th of March, in Lompoc, 
occurred a notorious public and alarm- 
ing breach of the peace, in which 
more than fifty of the inhabitants of 
said.town were concerned, Said citi- 
zens residing in the town of Lompoc 
and vicinity, assembled together in a 
public place, and in an unlawful man- 
ner and with incendiary speeches and 
threatening actions united in inflaming 
the feelings of each other to form a 
mob, and 1n pursuance of a general 
design formed a mob with noisy and 
tumultuous words, and threatened to 
use, force and violence upon the per- 
sons and property of Geo. M. Dunn 
and Thomas Davis, two quiet and law- 
abiding citizens of said town. The 

_ mob did, in an unlawful manner, with 
force and arms, pull down and destroy 
their building. After the destruction 
the mob approved and ratified said dis- 
order, and passed resolutions to en- 
courage and aid the perpetrators there- 
of in escaping lawful punishment. 

The motion, which was taken under 
advisement by the court, further sets 
forth that this action affects a large 
portion of the community and the 
public interests, and that investigation 
and examination by a grand jury will 
save much expense to the county. 

We fear that even in temperance 
settlements a resort to mob-law is not 
the best way to advance the cause of 
true temperance. It is certainly not 
promotive of that respect for law and 
order which should be a fast and 

undamental principle in the creed of 
every good citizen. We are well 
aware of the provocation which was 
given to the citizens of Lompuc by 
these two unwise and foolhardy 
saloon-keepers, who persisted in at- 
tempting to thrust themselves and their 
despised traffic upon a community 
which they well krew to have been 
organized on the basis of ‘No saloons, 


no liquor-making or liquor-selling 
here,’ (this condition being even 


placed in the deeds io lands or lots 
sold;) yet, since that prohibition, un- 
fortunately, cannot probably be en- 
forced under the State law as it stands, 
we think it was the duty as well as 
the policy of the Lompoc people, not 
to place themselves without the pale 
of the law by a resort to mob violence, 
but to adopt some other less extreme, 
though equally eflective, method of 
“firing out’ the obnoxious dealers. 
For instance, to utterly and entirely 
cease patronizing their gin-mill. This 
would seem to be an entirely practi- 
cable measure for a temperance com- 
munity to adopt. The starving-out 
process is mighty effective when: rigid- 
ly put into practice. It makes the un- 
fortunate party who has it tried on 
him weary as to heart and sick as to 
stomach; it makes him even wish that 
he were dead. The Times recom- 
mends the adoption by the temperance 
people of Lompoc of this heroic and 
effective remedy. It is good medicine.

THE NEW POSTMASTER-GENERAL.- 


| Sketch of the Pablic Lite and Ser 
vices of Judge Gresham. 

Judge Gresham was born in IHar- 
rison county, Indiana, in 1832; was 
educated in his native State, and after 
graduation at the Indiana State Uni- 
-versity in ‘Bloomington, ‘studied law. 
‘He was from the first successful as a 
lawyer, and took an active part in the 
politics of his State. Shortly before 
the outbreak of the late war he was 
elected a representative to the State 
Legislature, and in 1861 was Chairman 
of the House Committee en Military 
Affairs. While occupying this posi- 
tion he co-operated so skilfully and 
energetically with Governor Morton in 
the organization of the State militia 
and raising and forwarding troops 
that the latter, in 1861, commissioned 
him Lieutenant-Colonel of the Thirty- 
eighth Regiment of Indiana Volun- 
teers. In March, 1862, he was _pro- 
moted to be Colonel of the Fifty-third 
Indiana Volunteers, and in August, 
1863, to be Brigadier-General of Vol- 
unteers. He participated in the 
siege of Corinth, the siege and 
capture of Vicksburg, the siege of 
Jackson, Mississippi, and up to Janu- 
ary, 1864, commanded the Third Brig- 
ade, Fuurth Division, . Seventeenth 
Army Corps. He was brevetted Major- 
General for distinguished gallantry, 
and after January, 1864, commanded 
the Fourth Division of the Seventeenth 
Army Corps until July of the same 
year, when he was severely wounded 
in an action before Atlanta. He was 
mustered out of service on the 13th of 
April, 1866.

SAN PEDRO STREET. 
The Board’s Action in Closing up a 
Portion of the Street Defended. 
To the Editor of the Times—Sm: In 
reply to the caustic criticism published in 
to-day’s Times, reflecting upon the action 
of the Board of Supervisors in closing up 
a small portion of the lower end of San 
Pedro street, allow me to state, first, that 
the argument as to the antiquity of this 
road lacks force, irom the fact that some 
seven years ago, when land was given for 
a road off the section line, this short piece 
of San Pedro street was virtually aban- 
doned. Gentlemen who acted as road 
viewers, and others who were members of 
the Board of Supervisors at that time, 
can be produced to attest this fact. 
Not more than twelve years ago this 
tract was Government land, over which 
no County Board has a right to establish 
road. 
The piece of road in question passed di- 


agonally through a ten-acre tract owned 
by myself, and similarly cut a piece be- 
longing to Mr. Johnson, completely ruin- 
ing the shape and usefulness of the prop- 
erty. 

The new road compels people to travel 
but a few yards farther and does not af- 
fect the symmetry of any of the land ad- 
joining. It had been left open to travel 
simply through the courtesy of its owners. 
As people take a short cut over a vacant 
lot in town, so they crossed on this tract. 
It was one of a thousand similar roads, 
traces of which can be found in the most 
highly improved orchards and vineyards 
in the county. They are relics of the 
former unsettled condition of the coun-

in any direction with nothing to stop or 
hinder him. As countriesimprove they 
place their roads upon the section lines 
and become civilized. That there are a 
few who are inclined to clog this wheel of 
progress is evident from the opposition 
with which this change has been met.

Parties at all familiar with this matter 
will appreciate ‘‘Protester’s’’ statement 
that they were not allowed sufficient time 
to make proper representation to the 
Board. 
The matter was brought before the 
Board at its March meeting and all parties 
interested were notitied. It was held over 
one day at the present meeting of the 
Board purposely to allow parties to be 
present who could not attend sooner. After 
all parties have been afforded abundant 
time, and eyery opportunity to present 
their views before the Board, it strikes me 
that ‘‘Protester’ uses remarkably bad 
taste in alluding to the action of our 
County Board as a high-handed outrage.

The Tomato Trade. 


ter just past has been the coldest know: 


grees lower than ever before recorded by the 
Signal Service observations, and said to 
have reached the most exceptional figure 
of 22 deg. at some points in the county, as 
marked by the ordinary thermometer,— 
notwithstanding this fact the Los Angeles 
market has been supplied with the succu- 
lent tomato every day during the entire 
winter, and they are still brought in by 
the wagon load. There are few locations 


where in a season such as the past, the 
tomato vine can withstand the cold and 
continue to grow and ripenits fruit. The 
points which are furnishing the tomatoes 
now are in the Cahuenga range, west of 
this city, where they seem to have a _per- 
fect immunity from frost. 


this city where frost seldom makes its ap- 
pearance, but they are few. Persons who 
have these places are very fortunate and 
realize good prices from their winter veg- 
etables,. peas and tomatoes principally. 
The former, however, are raisec very gen- 
erally even upon our low lands. . Most of 
the tomatoes are shipped to eastern 
markets, where they bring high prices. 
About two dozen boxes were shipped by 
Woodhead & Gay to Denver a day or two 
ago, which in that market will bring from 
fifteen to twenty cents per pound.
